CHAPTER Å. 


ADOPTION—AMENDMENTS TO ACT RELATING TO. 


Aw Act to Amend Chapter Two, of the Compiled Laws of Wyoming, being an 
Act Relating to Adoption. 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
~the Territory of Wyoming: 
Ssction 1. That chapter two of the compiled laws of Abandonment 
Wy ne be amended by adding to section nine of said 
chapter the following: In any case of parents abandon- 
ing their children without providing for their support 
and education, the county commissioners shall have the 
same authority to act as in case of the parents’ death. | 
Provided, That if the residence of the parents is known, 
the county commissioners shall notify them to take away Duty of Com- 
or provide for their children, and if the parents do not ™i™on»ers 
claim such children within three months after such notice 
is given, the county commissioners shall have authority 
to provide for the children’s adoption as in case of 
the parents’ death, or to bind them out to suitable per- 
sons under a written agreement for a certain number of 
years, a copy of such agreement to be approved, and filed 
with the probate judge of the county. 
Src. 2. Parents and relatives may reclaim their chil- Parents may 
dren after such action bas been taken, by appearing before 
the judge of probate of the county and giving him satis- 
factory evidence of their ability, or bond for the support 
of such children in the future, and by paying into the 
county treasury the amount of expenses incurred by the 
county in caring for them, and by paying to the parties 
having adopted or taken them in charge, a reasonable 
compensation for their support while in charge of such

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parties; Provided, That such reclamation shall be made 
with the consent of the parties having adopted or taken 
them in charge, and not otherwise. 

Abandonment, SxEc. 3. Any person having the natural or lawful 

penaltyfor. charge of any minor child under the age of sixteen years, 
who shall wilfully abandon such child, so tbat such 
child becomes a charge upon the county, wherein such 
abandonment took place, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, be fined in any sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of time sufficient to pay such 
fine, at the rate of one dollar per day, should such fine 
not be paid. J f : 

Civitobligation SEC. 4. If any person in any county in this Territory, 

incurred” having the natural or legal charge of any such child, 
shall abandon such child, so that such child shall become 
a charge upon the county wherein such abandonment 
took place, the person so abandoning such child shall be 

Duty of Comz liable to a civil action by attachment without undertaking, 

in such case. by the board of county commissioners, for all expenses 
that may be, or have been incurred by such county in 
consequence of such abandonment. The affidavit for 
attachment and petition in the district court, or summons, 
if the action is in a court of a justice of the peace, shall 
allege that the person so abandoning such minor child 
was a person able to support it, and if the proof shall 
show that the ability of such person was equal to that of 
any other person In the community with means no greater 
than of the person so abandoning sueh child, the allega- 
tion of ability to support such child shall be deemed 

Proviso. proved; Provided, That the defendant in such action may 
give in evidence sickness or other cause tending to lessen 
his or her ability to support such child.

ASSESSMENTS OF RAILWAY AND TELEGRAPH LINES. 


AN Acr in relation to the Assessment of Railways and Telegraph Lines. 
Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 

the Territory of Wyoming: i 

Section 1. The president, secretary, superintendent, Duties of om- 
or other principal accounting officers of any railroad or ence to assess 
telegraph company having property in this Territory, at 
the time of the assessment of every railroad and telegraph 
company, whether incorporated by any law of this 
Territory or not, when any portion of the property of 
said railroad or telegraph company is situated in more 
than one county, shall list for assessment and taxation, 
verified by the oath or affirmation of the person so listing, 
all the following described property belonging to such 
corporation within the Territory, viz: Roadbed, super- 
structure, right of way, and all structures situated 
thereon, rolling stock, side track, telegraph lines, 
furniture and fixtures and personal property, belonging 
to such corporation. Such list shall contain: Firsi— 
The number ot miles of such railroad or telegraph line in 
the Territory of Wyoming, and the number of miles of 
the same in each organized county therein. Second— 
And such return shall be made to the auditor of the 
Territory on or before the first day of July annually. If 
the return atoresaid be not received by said auditor by 
the third day of July, he shall thereupon proceed to Auditor to 
obtain the facts and information aforesaid, in any manner assess. 
that may appear most likely to secure the same correctly, 
and for that purpose may address a written communica- 
tion to the corporation, or to some officer of the 
corporation who has failed or refused to make the return 
aforesaid. As soon as practicable after the auditor has 
received said return, or procured the information required 
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to be set forth in said return, a meeting ot the Territorial 
board of equalization, consisting of the governor, Terri- 
torial treasurer and auditor, shall be held at the office of 
said auditor, and the said board shall then value and 
assess the property of said corporation, for each mile of 
said road or line, the value of each mile to be determined 
by dividing the sum of the whole valuation’ by ‘the 
number of miles of said road or line. In making up such 
valuation or assessment the said board shall examine and 
consider the return herein required to be made or the 
information procured by the auditor in default of such 


‘return, together with such other reliable information 


relative thereto, as they may be able to procure; said 
board shall not assess the value of any machine shop or 
repair shop, or other buildings, not situated on said right 
of way or grounds or other real estate of any corporation 
or company within this Territory, but it shall be the 
duty of the assessor of the county, or district, in which 
said machine or repair shops, or other buildings, or 
grounds, or other real estate is situated, to assess the same 
and make return thereof, in the manner now provided for 
the assessment and return of real estate. On or before 
the first Monday of August, or so soon thereafter as the 
said board, or any two thereof, shall have made and 
determined said valuation and assessment, the Territorial 
auditor shall certify to the county clerks of the several 
counties in which property of the aforesaid corporation, 
or any part thereof, may be situated, the assessment per 
mile so made on the property of such corporation, apeci- 
fying the number of miles and amount in each of such 
counties. The county commissioners shall thereupon 
divide and adjust the number of miles and the amounts 
falling within each precinct, township or school district, 
in their respective counties, and cause such amounts to 
be entered and placed on the lists of taxable property 
returned by the several assessors. The auditor shall 
certity whether a return was made to him by such corpo- 
ration, or proper officer thereof, or whether the informa- 
tion required in and by such returns was procured by 
himself, and in case the return was not made as required 
by this act, or being made, was not sworn to, it shall be

FEES—COUNTY OFFICERS. 


AN ACT to Establish and Regulate the Fees and Compensation of Officers and for 
Other Purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
thé Territory of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That the officers and persons herein 
named shall be entitled to receive for their services the 
fees and compensation herein allowed, and no other, 
except as may be otherwise provided by law.

Entering every order, rule or plea on journal, forty 
cents; 

Entering verdict, twenty-five cents; :

MEMORIAL and Joint Resolution of the Legislative Assembly of Wyoming to the 
Congress of the United States, Praying fora Change in the System of 
Organizing Supreme Courts in the Territories 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, in Congress, assembled : 

Your memorialists, the legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Wyoming, would most respectrully call the 
attention of congress to the present imperfect system o 
determining cases on appeal from the district court of the 
‘Territory. Our supreme courts are composed of the 
three district judges of the Territory, and in the event of 
an appeal, the judge from whose decision the appeal is 
taken, is permitted and required to sit as a member of 
the appellate court on the same case. Should the other 
two judges disagree, the decisian rendered below will be 
affirmed, unless the judge from whom the appeal was 
taken should overrule his own decision, which 
seldom occurs, thus practically depriving the appellant 
from a fair and impartial hearing in the supreme court. 

Your memorialists would therefore most respectfully 
pray of your honorable body to provide for the organiza- 
tion of an appellate court upon some different basis, and 
would most respectfully suggest that our supreme court 
might be composed of United States circuit judges, hav- 
ing jurisdiction of all cases appealed from the district 
courts of all the Territories, to hold their sessions at 
some central locality to be designated by congress, or the 
chief justices of the various territories, or all the justices 
of the territories might compose the supreme court; or 
congress may devise some better methed than any herein 
suggested, to obviate the difficulty herein mentioned, 
and as in duty bound your memorialists wil] ever pray.

struction of a military wagon road from Fort Washakie, 
in Sweetwater county Wyoming Territory, northwest- 
wardly, up the valley of the Big Wind river and down 
the valley of the Yellowstone river, passing through the

They also represent that the pay of the members of theleg- 
islature isbut on a par with the watchman and messenger, 
and suggest that as intelligence is, or should be, a requi- 
site of membership, that six dollars per day for services 
rendered, by most of them away from home, and at great 
expense in an expensive country, might secure more 
intelligent legislation, than would the pay of a day. 
laborer, and they also suggest that law, to be binding in 
a terrritory, must be as intelligently drafted as the laws 
that bind the people of a state or of the United States. 

They also represent that certain officers have always 
been, and now are, recognized as necessary adjuncts to

legislative bodies whether national, state or territorial, 
and that in small legislative bodies, limited in time as 
our Territorial legislatures, some are even more neces- 
sary, such as an engrossing clerk and enrolling clerk, as 
the fewer the numbers of the-*members, the less time is 
oceupied in debates, and the more rapidly bills are passed 
requiring engrossment and enrollment.

Tial ete? -ofthe United States, in Congress assembled. 
enee to the Your memorialists, the legislative assembly of the 
Wyoming ter, Territory of Wyoming, respectfully represent that the 
ritory. public lands in Wyoming are largely of a class unsuited 
to the successful prosecution of agriculture; but are 
peculiarly adapted to all pastoral purposes. In conse- 
uence of this fact, large portions of the Territory have 
already been occupied by persons engaged in stock 
raising in its various branchesin which business a consid- 
erable amount of capital has been invested, yielding the 
most ample returns upon the investments. The very 
profitable nature of the stock raising business is con- 
stantly adding new accessions of capital to that industry, 
s0 that in a brief period the entire Territory will be 

occupied by those engaged in that pursuit. 

Your memorislists would further respectfully represent 
that the laws of the United States, in relation to the 
disposition of the public lands. are wholly unsuited to 
the requirements of a country such as this, and need such 
reasonable modification and amendment as will adapt 
them to the circumstances which are peculiar to our 
location and situation. 

The arid character of the soil nd climate in this region 
of country renders it indispensably necessary that all 
occupants of the publie lands should have a legal right 
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of free access and approach to the water courses of the 
country. = 

The uplands and “divides” situate at a distance from 
the streams are covered with a luxuriant growth of rich 
and nutritious grasses butare comparatively worthless 
for any of the purposes of use and occupation unless the 
occiipants cau obtain some legal right to pass over adja- 
cent lands to water courses. 

The lands along the streams are being rapidly occupied 
and inclosed under present laws, whereby all access 
thereto is prevented. All this results in giving to those 
who have been fortunate to obtain prior rights to the 
‘lands along the streams, a monopoly of the use of the 
uplands and “ divides” without the necessity of purchas- 
ing the same, and prevents that complete occupation of 
the country which is essential to its best and most suc- 
cessful development. The present state of affairs retards 
the growth of the Territory by effectually excluding 
~ gettlement from the larger part of the public domain and 
renders it impossible for the United States to make any 
disposition of the greater part of its lands in this 
Territory. 

The evil here adverted to, grows in magnitude in 
proportion as the lands adjacent to the water courses are 
occupied and enclosed under the present land policy of 
the government, and such occupancy and inclosure are 
daily becoming more extensive, so that it is but a 
question of a very short time, if a prompt remedy be 
not afforded by congress, when the whole Territory will 
be in the virtual possession and use of those few persons 
who have title to the small fractions of the land along 
the streams. 

Your memorialists believe that congress, in its control 
over the public domain and the disposition thereof, has 


ample power to provide a remedy for the grievance which , 


thus grows under the operation of existing laws, and that 
this power ought now to be exercised before vested rights 
have accrued. 

We believe that the water courses of the country ought 
to be so controlled by proper legislation that they can be 
made available for the common and equal benefit, so far 
as possible, of all persons who may choose to oceupy and 
improve any part of the public domain and that legisla- 
tion which would secure such benefit to all alike, would 
be to the mutual advantage of the United States and of 
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the Territory of Wyoming; that such legislation would 
result in a large increase of our population and in the 
highest developments of the resourses and capacities of 
this region of couhtry at an early day. 

Your memorialists, therefore, most respectfully and 
humbly pray your honorable bodies that the subject 
herein presented may receive your early and respectful 
: consideration and attention and that such legislation as is 
f herein suggested may be adopted at an early day. And 
p as in duty bound your memorialists will ever pray.
